Affirmative form 


Subject + (might or mightn’t) + infinitive 


Function: We use it to refer to weak possibility. 


e “Might” comes first in the verb phrase (after the subject and 
before another verb) 


Examples: She might sell her house. 
This might be true. 
They might not like very hot food. 


Negative form 


e The negative form of Might is Mightn’t. 
Examples: There mightn’t be anyone in the house. 
She mightn’t sell her house 


I might not be able to swim. 


The subject and might change position to form questions. 
Examples: Might this be the key? 
Mightn’t this be the key? 
Might she sell her house?
